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FOUNDERING OF THE BDRITISH
FPACKET NHIF GRATITUDE.

Tho Passengers and Crow Reseued by the
Marque Fredomin—Terrible sailarings
Wor thhe Mesoned—4 Half Fins of Water
and Two Biscalis the Dally Allowanos
B Baoh for Noearly Two Waeeks

The Britlsh barque Frodonia arrived st Boston
yesterday morning, from Fayal, having on bonrd
two hundred and seventy-three of the passen-
gors, and thirty-three of the crew ol the paoket
ship Gratitude, which vessel was abandoned at
pea on the 3d mnstant, in s sinking condition,
The Gratitude, commanded by Captain Mo-
Btooker, leit Liverpool, bound for New York, on
the 19th of last November, with a large comple.
ment of passengers and a valuable eargo ol
assorted merchandise. Bhe had a very tempes-
tuous passage almost from. the time she lel
Liverpool until after Christmas, and it Is sap-
posed that the ship was badly strained doring
the heavy weather she encouytered,

On the Ist inst, while in latitude 41 30, and
longitude 53, the Gratitude wad fatlen in with by
the British barque Frédonia, CQaptaln Burke,
from Fayal, bound to Boston, snd which vessel,
at the request of Captain Mestocker, remalned
near the Grafitude to render any nsaistsnce that
might be needed, Captain Burke, of the bargue
Fredomyo, soon asceriained that the GGrafitude
was in @ vory entical condition, and wan fast
filling with water. He immediately set to work
to reacue those on bourd of the Grafidude, and it
i» muinly owing 1o the assistance thus oppor-
tunely tendered that the most of them did not
men with a watery grave,

The I edonia lay by the sinking ship Gratitwile
for three days, during which time the passen-
gers, two hundred and seventy-three in nucber,
and thirty-three of whe crew, were =ialely trians-
ferred from the Gratitudo to the Fredoria, nad
the ill-fated ship wns resigaed to the winds and
waves, Ip order 1o make room tor the unlorti-
nutes, Captain Burke was obliged Lo throw over-
board a large portion of his cargo, oonswting of
whalebones and oll, and it was with the geentest
difficulty that they could oven then all find a
place to lay their hends. After having this large
number of persons so unexpectedly added to his
own crew, Uapta'n Burkes was obliged to place
all bands on short rations, and the sulferings
fiom hunger and thirst endured by them lor
more than one whole week can better be ima-
gired than deserib d,

From the 3d mstant until yesterday morning
they subsisted on nothing buy water and bisoults,
and even this means ot sustalnmg life must have
goon given ont but tor their fcrtunate areivel at
Boston yesterday morining, BEvery day two
biseuits and hall™ pint of water were ssaed to
each individual, and they were obliged to live
upon that for twenty-four hours'heiore receiving
any more. Had there been a suilicient supply
of provisicns on board of the Fredoma to have
allowed the Issuance of larger rations 1t weuld
have been done; but as thst vesssl was already
short of provisions when she fell in witn the
Graliude, the short allowances were necessi-
taled through sheer loreo ol ciroumstances,

As soon a8 the above 1acts beenme koo wn after
the barque was telearaphed below Borton, a
steamer waus despatehed to tow ber up, and on
her arrival the survivors were placed in Rid-
dell's lurge carrigee hall, and had all thelr wants
generously atiended to, by the city suthorities

Cuptatn Burke, of the barque Fredonia, is de-
serving of praige for the munner in which he lay
with hig vessel slongside ol tho Gralitude for
three full days, und for the sailor-liks manner
in which he rescued so many nofortunate beings
from inevitahle deadh, and the unselish motives
that prompted him to throw overboard a large
portion ot his valuable cargo in order to make
rogm to accommodate them nn his own vessel,
Captain MeStociker, ot the ship Gratifude, is ul
present quile sick, his linels evidently being
occasioned by exposure, unid the worrying con-
gequent upon the loss ot bis fine vessel,

he Gralituds was a vessel ol one thousand
three hundred and ten tone burden, and raced
A 14, She was boilt in this city abt the well
known slipyard of J. A, Wesiervelt, 1n the sum-
mer of 14466, and was owned in Liverpool, Eng-
land, by J. Furmer. She was onc hundred nnd
ninety-five feet loneg, thirtv-eizht feot bram

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Tur GErMANTOWN TrRAGEDY.—~A lot of
silver spoous were found on Suturday Inst on the
line ¢f the North Pennsylvunia Rallroad, uear
Fieher's lane, The spoons bore the iuitials of
Miss Mary L. Watts, who wus muardered by
Uhristian Berger, st her residence in Germun-
town., They were found by & man who was
presing in the neizoborhood, and were scattered
around as il they had been thrown awayin ahurry
by some one. These spoohs were undoubtedly
taken by Berger at the time he committed the
murder, The murderer i€ now in Moynmensing
Prison awaiting his trial, which will probably
be commenced this week, He appesrs rather
broken down, and has but little 1o say.

On Saturday inst we visited his cell, and i
reference to o remark dropped by us in rejierance
10 the horrible tragedy, be replied:—Yes, |
don't know what ever mduoesd me to comiit
such a cnime,” although in the samoe breath he
further stuted that he bad no recollection of
cutting the old woman'® throat. Une of ihe
i'urt_v in attendance at the thoe remarked to
nm that such deeds were only commnatied by
those possessed of the Devil, to which the pri-
soner replied, that he supposed he must hnve
been possessed by that noted iudividuul at the
L,

Al we were about leaying him he burst into
tenra, and eaid be wished he could be removed
fiom Lis cell to the one overhead, on the second
floor. We wished to know why, wlen he amd,
“(h, T could then be go moch neurer my Lord."”
Biuce big conflnement he appedrs restless and
nervous, althongh be eats heartily and scems 1o
rest well, The prisoner has quile a youtuful
appearance, His father during the expmina.
tion betore the inguest of the Coraner, testiticd
that bis son wiasouly Fwenty years of age. The
old mpan wes much sgitated at the time, and
evidenily made o mistake.

We have been intormod from other of his rala-
tives that he 18 about twenty4dwo yeoars of ago.
e is of medinm size; and about one hundred
mnd fity pounds in weights  In geneenl wppane-
wnee he much resembles young Armsorons, who
was excouted in Moyamansing Prison a tew
years since for the murder of Crawiord, Derger
since his conlinement has been vigred by ins
father and other relatives, s wiie 18 still
extremely'll, and may never roecover from the
terr ble shock,

The spoons were found not far from whete the
razor with which the murder was commitied
was lyiug, The prisoner has not, since his
wirrest, alluded to tuking the spoons, His state-
ment 18, that after he had got about & mile from
the house, he pat Lig band in his pocket, and
drew forth the bloody razor nud the roll ot
greenbacks, about $60, in tens, fves, and ones,
taken mom Miss Waus, He suys he threw the
rnzor away, and thig part o1 hys story Isno donby
true, s the razor was found st the place whore
he stated, ,

If the ;Jri;oﬂr wins orazy’ then, 0s he cous
tends, it 18 somewhuat singolar thut pe did not
throw the money away ot the ssme time, The
sectet of the whole alluir is, that he knew the
razor and the sllver gpoons wowld be strong
evidence against bim, aad fearful (a8 all mur
derars are) that he might have becn men sod
arrested at any moment before he nad 4 chunce
to dispose of these two articles, he dropped
them as goon o wias out ol slght of the house,
The fact of the¥hdiog of the spoons will, it 18
thought, be admit'ed by Derger, when he is
questioned in regard to them, Time mav de
velop that he has taken many more articles
thano those which have been tound.
